NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The recent correspondence in our columns on Congregational singing will 
probably lead to some practical result. On Monday nearly all the Chazanim and 
choir-masters of London met in conference at th2 office of the Chief 
Rabbi, and at the invitation of the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler discussed the 
subject of choral singing, with the ultimate object of the publication of a 
Hymnal for all the synagogues. The object is so good that we hope sufficient 
courage will be shown in disregarding professional jealousies between 
the respective Chazanim and the several choir-masters. The Boards 
of Management of the Synagogues should heartily support the move- 
ment, and do all in their power to ensure its success. The three points to be 
kept in the foreground are that the tunes must be simple, they should not be often 
—which is an euphemism for capriciously—changed, and the congregation 
should join in the singing. The artistic must be sacrificed to the devotional. 
There are several shoals and rocks which will require skilful avoidance. 
No chazan or choir master will acquiesce readily in his pet tunes 
being omitted, and professional feelings will not be readily set aside. 
The questions of the organ and female voices loom in the background 
but we fear that so far as “ orthodox” synagogues ars concerned, they ara not 
yet within the range of practical ritual. | 


_ A virulent attack on Jewish immigration, filled with the grossest misstate- 
ments of facts, appeared last Wednesday in the St. James's Gazette. The writer 
refers to the figures of the Board of Guardians as those of only one body and 
calmly proceeds to multiply the whole number of applicants by five to get ut the 
number of immigrants for the year. This is a specimen of the exaggeration 
which distorts every statement of the article. The tone is most unworthy of a 
would-be philanthropist, in which réle the writer speaks, There is no consi- 


deration of the causes that have biought about the misery which the writer 


objects to view. It is a rare spectacle to see an English gentleman calmly re- 
fusing to have ought to do with misery because it is not a pleasant scene. Its very 
unpleasantness ought to have moved the writer to some compassion for men not 
allowed to breathe at peace in their own country. A man who could write that 
the Jews ‘are a heavy charge on the rates” is an entirely reckless defamer who 
does not deserve any farther notice. | 


It is difficult to follow with clearness and precision the steps taken at the 
North London Synagogue to substitute Ordinary Offerings by an additiona] 
Annual Rate. The proceedings in connection with the proposal appear to an 
outsider to be erratic and purposeless. At one time it is said that the majo ity 
of the members are quite enthusiastic in favour of the alteration, at another the 
membere seem to be without voice, guide or leader, unless it be to express 
dissatisfaction with the General Council of the United Synagogue, and to utter 
unintelligible complaints of not being allowed to have their own way, as if they 
knew it themselves. The latest view in the curious kaleidoscopic arrangement, 
presented from time to time, is that the proposal is abandoned, and that a 


majority of the Board of Management have resigned as a protest against a reduc- | 


tion in the items for Minyan and choir, and “to show the Council that they 
yet retained a little self respect.” Really, this course is scarcely worthy of men 
possessed of business aptitude. The sooner a definite course is adopted and 
adhered to the better. However much may be provided for Minyan and choir, 
& Synagogue cannot be prosperously conducted whilst its managers drift hither 
and thither. A little lees regard for their own “ self-respect” and a little more 
regard for the prosperity of the synagogue would be an.advantage to both. 


A Jewish King in Galicia! The anonymous writer of the article on the 
Foreign Powers in the Fortnightly in writing this month on Austro-Hungary 
points out the diversity of races in the dual Empire and the difficulties arising 
from it. Hungary has a kinz, Bohemia ‘wishes to have one, why should not 
Galicia put in aclaim? And if it does, the Jews who are far the most powerful 


body in Galicia might demand that their monarch should be of their faith. The 
half-humourous suggestion! recalls the fact that less than a thousand years ago 
there was a Jewish king, in the kingdom of the Khozars, reigning not far from 
Galicia in the very Russia that now persecutes the Jews so much. The progress 


‘of the Jews in Austria since 1848 is a most powerful argument for emancipation 
‘in Russia if the Czar’s advisers were willing to listen to argument rather than 


prejudice.

ANTI-SEMITISM AND THE HOUSE OF SAVOY, 


TO. THE EDITOR OF THE ‘‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

S1r,—Having been indisposed for some time, it was only to-day that I was able 
to read in your esteemed journal the charge of anti-Semitism brought against the 
King of Italy by Parisian journalists—a charge which you, very justly, have not 
hesitated to define as “a gross libel on King Humbert,” and the absurdity of which 
you at the same time demonstrated through evident and luminous facts. 1 
would crave your permission to permit an Italian Rabbi and literary colleague to 
add some explanations on this subject. For sentiments of human fraternity, and 
for religious tolerance one may say without fear of denial that Italy, since the revo- 
lution of 1859, has acquired the right to a first place in the civilised world. 

In fact, whilst the Jewish population in this country is below 40,000, there are 
in the Universities 38 principal chairs occupied by Jewish Professors ; in the Chamber 


| of Deputies we have five Jewish members, one of them, Signor Maurogonato, being 
actually a Vice-President of the Chamber, and another, Signor Luzzatti, the Chair- 


man of the Budget Commission, one of the most important of the commissions 
appointed by the House. Until the death of Signor Finzi, there were three Jewish 
Senators, an agreeable fact which has never yet occurred in England or France. You 
yourself have pointed out the important position held by Jews in the army, the 
Ministry, and other public bodies. 

In order to show how basele33 are the allegations of the Parisian pres3, I may 
state that when in 1876 Signor Minghetti presented to,King Victor Emmanuel the 
decree appointing Signor Artom (Secretary to Count Cavour) the first Jewish Senator, 
his Majesty exclaimed, “Very good; I sign this decree with all my heart.” The 
son is in every respect worthy of the father. King Humbert is somewhat unpopu- 
lar in France at present on account of his intimacy with the Prince Imperial of 
Germany, and for other political reasons which I need not touch upon, The 7em; 8: 
in the canard to which I referred at the outset, declared that the present King of 
Italy declined to sanction the appointment of Signor Luzzatti as a Cabinet Minister 
for the -ame reason that his father had refused t> accept Signor Mauroganato a) 
Minister of Finance. The one statement is as false as the other. It was Signor 
Mauragonato himself who declined the proffered appointment, and so anxious was the 
Prime Minister that this distinguished politician shouldaccepta portfoliothat he begged 
the King to use his personal and high influence with our co-religionist_in order that 
he might withdraw his objection. The King sent for Signor Maurogonato, but in 


| spite of his Majesty's earnest entreaties the Deputy maintained his refusal. The 


King and Queen are well aware of Signor Luzzatti’s great talents, and far from ob- 

jecting to his appointment, the King openly expressed his approval of Signor Depretis’s 

choice. The Queen, too, also declared to her entourage how delightei she would 

be to receive Signor Luzzatti as Minister of Public Instruction. This is the strict 
truth; all other statements are absurd and ridiculous calumnies. ,

EMIGRATION TO AUSTRALIA, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

S1r,—The article in your last impression by Mr. Walter Benjamin, though 
clever and interesting, is apt at the present moment to effect more harm than do 
ally possible good, exciting in the breasts of many abroad a desire to emigrate. That 
any proposition that would really better the condition of our foreign brothers in 
faith would be acceptable, is beyond question. The article goes over a well-beaten 
track, so often ventilated in your columns. Permit me, as a former resident of 
Victoria, to venture a few remarks, that an influx of our foreign co-religionists in 
the Colonies is desired, is open to doubt even by those of our own faith, It is sug- 
gested that immigrants should not remain in the towns, in other words, should spread 
themselves over the country. Whattodo? Will arriving in the land of the Opossum 
and Gumtrees alter their nature and habits? Would they, if they, could 
become carpenters, stone masons, or, a8 many have done, stock riders and breeders 
of cattle, the origin of the rise of many a squatter—the aristocracy of the Colonies ? 
No; they would remain in the ports at which they arrived, and so Congest the labor 
market in the few trades they know. — 

At a meeting, one of many, I attended in Melbourne, the theme was, the Jews 
are crowding the market with cheap ready made goods, now it would be cheap 


1 labour. 


That prejudice, although not to an extent as in days past, existsthere is beyond 
dispute, and to show that it does, the very gentleman's son mentioned by Mr. 
Benjamin, Mr. Nahum Barnet, one of the most promising and rising architects in 


Melbourne, had to overcome many difficulties prior to his attaining his present © 


position in consequence of the tenacity with which he held to his religious belief. 
The Legislature, the Justice Seat, are worthily represented by our faith, many 
hold responsible positions, and the majority are well respected, but would it be so 
with an influx of foreigners? We have had our experience here with a large 
population, how would it be in a sparse one -

THE LATE VISCOUNTESS STRANGFORD. 


— 


The general press has paid its tribute of recognition to the rare abilities and 

extraordinary philanthropy of the lamented Viscountess Strangford and Pens-— 
burst. It must, however, be recorded in these columns that the Jewish commu- 
nity owes an especially deep debt of gratitude to her. Ourreaders may remember 
how great was the stir excited in literary and aristocratic circles by the brilliant 
article on the Talmud, written by the late Dr. Deutsch. Among the numerous 
gavants who cordially welcom2d the learned autuor to their salons, was the 
eminent Orientalist, Viscount Strangford. When he died, his widow, who was 
endowed with equally high literary gifts, maintained her husband’s friendly 
relations with the enthusiastic young ‘author. She encouraged him in his schelarly 
labours, and cheered him with motherly kindness when the first signs showed 
themselves of tke insidious disease which was destined to terminate fatally. It 
was in accordance with the advice of Lady Strangford that Dr. Deutsch pro- 
cceded to the East in 1873 to recruit his health. He died ia the same year in 
Alexandria, and was buried in the Jewish Cumetery in that city. Lady Strang- 
ford bad a fine monument of Aberdeen granite placed on his grave, the Hebrew 
and English inscription of which was, at her request, written by Dr. Hermann 
Adler. In Biblical parlance it may be aaid of her, that she did not leave off her 
kindness to the living and the dead, for rhe manifested the most thoughtful 
consideration for the aged parents of Dr. Deutsch, who were then still living in 
Neisse (Silesia), and who were bowed down with grief by the loss they had 
sustained. She addressed letters full of sympathy to the sorrowing relatives. 
She sold the library of Dr. Deutsch, containing many valuable volumes en 
Semitic and Phoenician antiquities (a portion being purchased, through the instru. 
mentality of Dr. Adler, by the late Mr. L. M. Rothschild, and presented to Jews’ 
College), and sent the proceeds to Neisse to the bereaved couple. 

She gave a still more striking proof of her regard for her deceased friend 
by publishing a selection of the articles contributed by Dr. Deutsch to various 
Reviews and Encyclopedias, under the title of ‘‘ Literary Remains.’’ These 
comprise his articles on the Talmud, Islam, the Targum, the Samaritan Penta- 
teuch, and accounts of several of his lectures which he had delivered at the 
Royal Institution. This publication was prefaced by a sympathetic Memoir of 
the Author, which emanated from the graceful pen of the Viscountess. 

There is no need to dilate here on the work she so zealously performed in 
connection with the Turkish Compassionate Fund, and the many benevolent 
labours which engrossed her womanly tenderness. In recording a life which in 
the highest sense of the word was spent in the service of her fellow-creatures 
the words spoken of one who was not of Mebrew lineage, come spontaneously 
to the lips. ‘The Lord recompense thy work, and a full reward be given thee 
of the Lord God of Israel under whose wings thou art come to trust.” 


GEORGE STUART BEDDINGTON. 


Death has laid its sudden hand ona young life of singularly bright promise- 
George Stuart Beddington, the eldest son of Mr. 8S. H. Beddington, and grand, 
son of Sir John Simon, M.P., passed away on We:lnesday nizht, the 23rd inst 
after a terribly swift and scvere illness, at the early age of twenty-one, having 
been born in London on September 15, 1865. There were in George Beddington’s 
nature just those elements of which leading men are made, and therefore the 
brilliant possibilities of his too short life justify more than a casual announce- 
ment of his sad death. George Beddington was etlucated at Harrow School and 
Pembroke College, Oxford. Distinct literary ability displayed itself at a very 
early period of his life. The few sketches that found their way into 
print are full of a natural vivacity and humour, quite individual in character. 
Exceedirgly simple in his tastes, physicilly and morally courageous, 
caring little for society though eminently sociable, he had the unmis- 
takable faculty of leadership. At school or college, whereever he led, 
others would always follow, and this initiative quality, tempered by thought and 
fertility of invention, promised to distinguish him in any career he may have 

ventually followed. Literature and politics would most probably have been 
the fields of his usefulness, although a useful commercial career was also open to 
him. That he possessed national and public spirit, as well as energy to back it 
up, was amply testified a few years ago, when he assisted his grandfather, Sir 
John Simoa, and bis uncle, Mr, Oswald Simon, in the organisation of the great 
Mansion House Meeting, to protest against the Russian persecution of the Jews. 
Although then but seventeen years of age, youpg Beddington was indefatigable 
in his useful work, which in its way contributed towards the success of the 
meeting. That a young life so full cf promise, so loveable and beautiful, should 
be suddenly cut off from all fulfilments, is perhaps the saddest of death’s awful 
probleme. M. C. §. 


THE LATE RITTER VON WERTHEIMER. 


— 


We have been favoured with the following additional particulars respecting 
the public and private career of the late Joseph Ritter von Wertheimer o 
Vienna, a sketch of whose life we published last week. : 
Ritter von Wertheimer was descended from Rabbi Samson Wertheim, one 
of the greatest benefactors of tbe Jews in Austria. If affection for one’s race 
should be an hereditary feature in Jewish life, that affection was demonstrated 
by the venerable octogenarian whose demise is now so deeply mourned, for the key 
note of his numerous writings was the principle of defending his Jewish compa- 
triotsand his Jewish brethren in general wherever they are persecuted. Ritter 
von Wertheimer played an important part in vindicating the injared rights of the 
Roumanian Jews, a work in which he cordially co-operated with the Sister 
Societies in Paris and London. His visits to England in the earlier years of his 
life enabled him to expeess himself with remarkable proficiency as a writer in 
English, aud it was in this language that he carried on a useful correspondence 
with the Anglo Jewish Association, to whose Secretary he was through close 
_ He was for many years Warden of the principal Jewish Congregation in 
Vienna, and from Sabbath to Sabbath he might be a attired in the official gar- 


to the very last day of his life. 


ties, actively watching the arrangements of the Temple for the purpose of main- 
taining decorum. This task was of pressing importance, for at that time, when 
Vienna was a centre for visitors from all parts of the Empire, it was no easy 
matter to maintain order amongst the ‘mixed multitude.” : 

Of small stature, he had a fine piercing eye, and gave the impression of being 
a man who combined consciousness of his power with extreme modesty. His 
eloquence was remarkable on all occasions, and his assiduity indefatigable, It is 
satisfactory to learn that the labours of the Alliance in Vienna, cf which he was 
the mainspring, will not suffer by his death. Several energetic friends of the 
moral and intellectual advancement of the Galician Jews have pledged them- 
selves tocontinue the work for which Ritter von Wertheimer exerted himself 


CONGREGATIONAL SINGING. 


A meeting attended by almost every one of the Readers and Choirmasters 
of Synagogues in the metropolis was held on Monday last at the office of tho 
Chief Rabbi, the Rev. Dr. H. ADLER in the Chair. The meeting was convened 
in compliance with the desire of Lord Rothschild and other leaders of the com- 
munity that it should be ascertained how certain suggestions for the improve- 
ment of the synagogal service of song might with advantage be carried out. As 
the result of an exhaustive discussion, the following. resolutions were unani- 
mously agreed to. 
1. “ That it is desirable that a handbook be published containing a selection 
of synagogue music for congregational singing.” | 
It is expected that the handbook will bein a very compact and cheap form, 
and that it will contain various ancient and modern congregational settings of 
the parts usually sung in each service throughout the year. 

2. “That the Readers and Conductors of Choirs in the Metropolitan and 
Provincial synagogues under the pastoral charge of the Chief Rabbi he requested 
each to draw up a list of such compositions as he shall consider most suitavle 
for incorporation in the said handbook.”’ 

The choice of the music is thus confided in the first place to the Readers 
and Choirmasters whose professional experience and knowledge of their congre- 
gations’ requirements will enable them to afford the Sub Committee of Selection 
much valuable assistance and guidance. | . | 
3. ‘That a Sub Committee be formed to make the desired selection ; and 
that it consist of the following gentlemen, with power to add to their number : 
the Rev. Dr. H. Adler, Chairman, Messrs. Lionel L. Alexander, Samuel Ballin, 
Louis Davidson, Albert Friedlander, Henry Lucas, ‘theodore Lumley, B. L. 
Moseley, and Leonard Schlesinger, and the Rev. F. L. Cohen, Honorary Sec- 
retary.” 

The Sub-Committee having made an approved selection, it may be nceessary 
to revise some compositions in order that due regard shall be paid to the correct 
treatment of the Hebrew text, and to musical adaptability for congregational 
singing. Hence the final resolution. | 
4, “ That the publication of the said Handbook to Synagogue Music be en- 
trusted to two gentlemen who are thorough musicians and competent Hebraists.” 


MR, F. H. COWEN’S SONG RECITAL, 


If any doubts had ever existed as to the power of Mr. F. H. Cowen's composi- 
tions to draw a full audience to listen to them, unvaried by any other music, the 
crowded and attentive listeners at the Steinway Hall on Tuesday last, could not 
have had such in their minds. The eminence of the singers, who interpreted Mr. 
Cowen’s songs, aided in giving the recital the importance of a classical performance, 
since many amateurs could be observed, attentively studying with the music before 
them, the numerous points of beauty that the art of the vocalist rendered so 
agreeably prominent. The new compositions sung included a cycle of songs, 
illustrating the emotions of lovers, and a sefies of six charming duets for soprano | 
and contralto. Ten songs of the cycle were given of remarkably equal merit, and 
graced alike by the simple charm of beautiful melody, and the adornment, so rare 
in the ordinary English song of to-day, of an accompaniment of high character 
and eminently tasteful working out. Additional elegance and individuality 
was lent to these accompaniments by the very beautiful way in which 
they were played by Mr. Cowen, who accompanied from memory throughout the 
recital. It is not easy to choose where all are so excellent, but perhaps the sweetest, 
as well as artistically the best, of these new songs are, “The Evening Star,” beau- 
tifully rendered uy Miss Mary Davies; “ Snowflakes,” an exquisite gem, well sung 
y Miss Louise Phillips; and “Thoughts of Sunrise,” inimitably given by Mrs. 

utchinson. “Tears” by Miss Damian, was greatly appreciated, and the other new 
songs have almost equal beauty. The six duets are, one and all, charming, especially 
‘“ What the Birds Say,” “ Echoes,” and “Violets.” They all received an exquisite 
rendering by Miss Louise Phillips and Madam Isabel Fasset. Miss Marian McKenzie’s 
fine rendering of ‘‘ Because” was all that the composer’s own artistic feeling could 
have desired. The songs given by Mr. Edward Lloyd and Mr. Frederic King, in 
their customary finished style, did not appear to attain the same high level of com- 
position as the rest of the programme. An additional word of thanks must be 
offered to Mr. Cowen for the beauty of the verses which he has selected for his songs, a3 
he thus uses his eminent musical position to set another valuable example to English 
song writers of ordinary rank.

With reference to my telegram of this date, the best manner of enlightening 
your readers on the subject will be to give the gist of several letters received 


from Mequinez by myself, as well as by the Jewish Junta here, and others, 
couched in the following sense : 


“ MEQUINEZ, 15TH ADAR, 5647, 
“You are no doubt aware of the manner in which our Jewish community 
has always been treated by the Mohatseb of this town. Some time ago he had 
many Jews flogged cruelly. This caused us to complain to His Majesty the 
Sultan who graciously sent a commission to investigate, and un Imperial Edict was 
given in favour of the Jews, ordering that the Mohatseb should not be allowed 
to have any direct control over Jews, and that they should have a Jewish over- 
seer who would fix the prices of provisions sold by the Jews and account for his 
act to the Mohatseb (whose attributions are the assessment of market produce 
and provisions). 

“But this persecutor did not rest content with this, and ordered that no 
flour should be sold in the Jewish quarters except the refuse of the 
market, for which purpose he received from Moorish millers a large sum for 
farming to them the supply of flour to Jews, who had either to eat unsound 
stuff or starve. Another petition was sent to His Majesty the Sultan, and a 
second commissioner was sent from Morocco City to investigate. On the com- 
missioner’s arrival he was invited to the Mohatseb’s house, while. the Jewish 
community was made to pay so much a day, ostensibly for the officer's board and 
lodging, and subsequently the sum of one hundred dollars for his fve. Imme- 
diately after the officer’s departure the Mohatseb sent for Mr. Abraham Toledano, 
a highly respectable man, who had been appointed controller of the provision 
market in the Jewish quarter, to whom it was announced that orders were left by 
the Sultan’s Commissioner for Toledano’s imprisonment. The poor man, whose 
health was feeble, went home, and after a few days’ illness, died of brain fever. 

_ “ Ag we found in the Sultan’s reply, that in order to have sound flour for 
the Jewish consumption, we should supply the millers with wheat and get 
flour in return, we applied to the Mohatseb, who, in reply, prohibited the sale of 
this commodity to the Jews as well as the sale of meat by Jewish butchers. 
Some of these, who slaughtered a sheep or two for the use of private families 
(not for sale), were imprisoned, as also two Jews, who are traders in skins, on 
the trumped up accusation of having bought these of cattle slaughtered by 
Jewish butchers. A representation was made tothe Basha of the town, but, he 
being in league with his colleague, turned us away, and the populace, excited by 
the manner in which functionuries treated the Jews, made a raid upon us and 
upon the prisoners on their way to gaol, who only escaped with life by running 
within the loathsome walls of this fortress. We are thus reduced to live without 
meat and to eat flour ground in our own houses with handmills, or to buy the 
refuse of the Moors. 

“On seeing this, two gentlemen, Mr. J acob Ohana, a French protected sub- 
ject, and Mr. Jacob Ben Harrosh, both eminent men of our community, went to 
the Mohatseb to intercede for their co-religionists, who were in gaol, but instead 


of listening to their appeal the Mohatseb ordered them to be put in gaol and 7 


placed in irons, nothwithstanding their foreign protection ; this functionary 
observed at the same time that M. Feraud, the French Minister, had in his last 
visit to the Sultan assured his Majesty that French protection was withdrawn from 
the Jews. This was quite sufficient to incite the populace against us, their 
dormant, fanatical hatred being fanned by this apparent immunity for outrages 
against us. We have, therefore, beencompelled to seek shelter in our houses, 
wherein we remain as prisoners, waiting our fate with all the horrors which an 
excited mob is capable of perpetrating at the sight of such arbitrary acts of the 
functionaries against the leading members of our community. Our appeal is 
made to you, our brethren, let us have relief as speedily as possible, may it come 
in time to prevent worse treatment, we are like sheep in the butchery, not 
knowing how soon we may be summoned to execution.” 


On receipt of this tiding, Mr. L. A. Cohen, accompanied by Mr. Isaac 
Abensur, Dragoman of the Austrian Consulate General, waited on the British 
Minister, Mr. Kirby Green, who requested these gentlemen to give him a note 
with all particulars, and he would immediately urge upon the Moorish 
Minister to send a spétial conrier with precise orders for the liberation 
of the priscners and their surety, Mr. Green promising to inform the Sultan 
that England’s representative will not permit such injustice to pass under his 
cyes, for we are, said Mr. Green, but three days’ distance from England. 

His Excellency’s energetic action has been highly applauded by all, and we 
look forward to an improved state of things under his administration. 


Owing to the unfortunate statements made by the French and Italian Minis- 
ters in regard to suppression and abolition of foreign protection to native Jews 
many unpleasant rumours are circulated, and Jew haters make capital of this 
to incite the fanatical tendencies of the Moors against their fellow subjects. A 
crisis is at hand which will require energetic action on the part of all Jewish in- 
fluential bodies in Europe, to ensure the security of Jewish life and property 
against outrages. | | 

There is not the slightest doubt that protection has been a source of 
abuse in many cases, but the most flagrant cases of this nature have always been 
the official acts of venal functionaries who speculate upon their official position 
and give protection for money especially to Moors and many of the Sultan’s 
employés. Why the Jews should be made the scapegoats of the nefarious 
system is a question to be discussed, it being evident that the Sultan would not 
care about all the Jewish communities in hiscountry taking foreign protection, 
provided his truce subjects, the Mussulmen, were not taken away from him. — 

At all events it is absolutely necessary that some improved system of 
administration should be practically introduced before the system of protection 
be abolished, otherwise we shall have much to deplore if anti-Semites are 
allowed to have their own way in Morocco.

THE IMMIGRATION OF FOREIGN POOR. ! 


The monthly meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on Monda 
at the offices of the Board, Devonshire Square. There were present : Mr. FRANCIS

The following letter from the Whitechapel Union, addressed to Mr. L. L. 
Alexander, Honorory Secretary of the Board, was read : 


18th March, 1887. 
Dear Sir,—The question of the continued and increasing immigration into 


London of foreign poor of the semi-pauper class, referred to in the very interesting 
Report, recently issued, of the Jewish Board of Guardians, has engaged the atten 
tion of the Guardians of this Union, with the result that the Guardians have 
appointed a Committee to consider and report upon the question. A preliminary 
meeting of this Committee has accordingly been held and I am now directed to 
enquire whether the question is one in the consideration of which they may venture 
to seek the assistance of the Jewish Board of Guardians. The Committee propose to 
consider the facts, causes and results of the immigraticn and endeavour to point the 
direction of remedy. If the Jewish: Board should concur as to the advantage of 
their being represented at future meetings, the Committee will gladly welcome your 
attendance or that of any gentleman (not necessarily restricted to one) who may 
be in a position to afford information upon the subject. 
Faithfully yours, W. Vallance. 

In reply toa letter of inquiry fromthe Board,'Mr. Vallance wrote a further 
letter in which he stated that the representatives of the Jewish Board would not 
sit with the Whitechapel Guardians, but would only be asked to give evidence. 

A letter was also read from the Board of Deputies, calling attention to the 
immigration of foreign poor. | | 

Mr. I’. D. Mocarra, who had a notice on the paper on the subject, said that 
since the year 1882 when the persecutions in Russia commenced, the im-nigration 
into London had assumed large proportions. A considerable number of the im- 
migrants bad either gone to the United States or elsewhere, and a minor portion 
had been repatriated. The remainder stayed in this country. In the course of 
last year there was a further immigration, in consequence of the expulsion from 
Russia of all Poles who had not adopted German nationality... Tho majority of 
these people had been possessed of some meens, but having to break up their 
industries they fell in course of time into poverty. In the present age there ex- 
isted a great deal of nationalism, and to his mind an anti-social and inhuman 
view that only those persons should Iive in a country who had been born there. 
(Hear, hear.) That view was contrary to the religious teachings given to him 
by his parents, to his feelings and to common sense. (Hear, hear). Tha Board 
and the Jewish community generally owed a deep dept of gratitude to Mr. Lionel 
L. Alexander and Mr. Lawrence Isaacs, who in trying by their visit to Germany 
to stop the emigration, were not actuated by a desire to close Great Britain 


against new comers, or to limit the charity of the Board and of other Jewish 


bodies similarly constituted in the country, but to prevent their poor Russsian 
and Polish brethren from falling into a still greater depth of misery than that 
which they already experienced. (Hear, hear.) The immigration movement 
had to a certain degree declined during the past six months. This falling off 
was due partially to the services of Mr. Alexander and his colleague, but still 
more to the fact that those who had come here had discovered that the circum 
stances of life were as bad as they possibly could be, and had therefore written 
to their relatives and friends to deter them from proceeding to England. 
The action of the Prussian Government in rendering the return of the im- 
migrants_to ‘their mative country difficult had also acted as a deterrent. At 
the present time the Jewish community lived on the brink of a volcano, 
and if there should be another outbreak against the Jews in Russia and 
Poland, there would again be a great rush to this country. He did not, 
however, anticipate such a calamity to their brethren in those countries, 
for he was inclined to believe that the governments would shrink from 
any overt act of persecution which would call down on them the condemnation 
of European public opinion. He had already referred to the prevailing sentiment 
of nationalism. This sentiment had caused the general population to take alarm 
on account of the influx of foreign Jews ; but although the number was limited 
to a few thousands, which was a mere drop of water in the millions of people 
inhabiting London, the immigrants had settled down practically in two districts 
only, viz., Spitalfields and Whitechapel, where of course their presence was 
conspicuous. He thought that the Board should convince itself of the scope of 
emigration and also put before the world the fact that it was of limited 
extent and decreasing. He believed that of the number of poor persons who 
had come under the notice of the Board since the immigration first set in, there 
remained in London barely 3,000. This fact should be made widely known, 
for there was a feeling abroad that between 20,000 and 40,000 poor Jews had 
settled in London within the last four years. As Englishmen the meinbers of 
the Board would feel a horror at the idea of closing England to foreigners, but 
as Jews this feeling would be still more strong, and it was therefore of the 
utmost importance that the public should be made acquainted with the true state 
of affairs. (Cheers). 

Mr. L. L. ALEXANDER moved that Mr. F. D. Mocatta be invited to attend 
the Committee of Inquiry of the Whitechapel Union, in order to give such 
evidence as might be required, and that he be accompanied by Mr. Stephany, 
the Secretary of the Board. | 

Mr. S. ScHLoss seconded the motion, and suggested that the Board, through 
its Hon Secretary, should send a statement to the press, giving the real figures 
as regards Jewish immigration. 

Mr. H. LAnpav protested against the tone adopted generally in discussing 
this question. Some persons spoke as though Russian and Polish Jews were a 
pest, and there were even some who imagined that his Jewish fellow country- 
men could not be civilised beings. He hoped the Board would adopt some 
dignified form to silence the anli-Semitics, who had brought the question into 


the foreground. 


Mr. ALEXANDER’S motion was then adopted. 

The letter of the Hull Hebrew Board of Guardians, inviting the London 
Board to summon a conference of Delegates from the different Jewish Charitable 
Board on the immigration question, was again brought up, and it was resolved to 
defer action until after the result of the conference with the Whitechapel 
Union. 

Authority was given for the removal of Jewish inmates of workhouses for 
the Passover Holidays. 


The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks tothe Chair.

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THE ANGLO-JEWISH HISTORICAL EXHIBITION. 


After many months of waiting and work, the Anglo-Jewish Historical 
Exhibition is an accomplished fact. The ideastarted by Mr Isidore Spielman 
some nine months ago is at last realised owing in a large measure to his own 
exertions. Four large crush rooms at the Royal Albert Hall are filled 
with objects interesting either for their historical associations or for their 
intrinsic beauty. 


It will come, we fancy, as a surprise, and to most as a pleasant sur- 
prise, to find that the Exhibition is in so large a degree an art exhibition. 
The show of embroideries and plate is worthy of the neighbourhood in which 
the Exhibition is held. 
his left two rooms filled with a!l the paraphernalia of Jewish ecclesiastical 
art in the richest profusion. All the gorgeous mantles for the Scrolls of 
the Law from the older synagogues seem to be collected together in the 
space, and the eye is feasted with rich harmonies of colours produced by old 


laces, embroideries and brocades. Special eases are devoted to curtains for 


the Ark which glow with rich ornamentation. Scattered here and there 
among the work of the weaver are artistic specimens of the goldsmith’s art. 
Each mantle is surmounted by the tiers of bells with their delicate filigree 
work, The significance of the Scroll of the Law in Jewish public worship 
comes out strongly when one observes the way in which ornamentation is 
lavished on all the objects connected with it from the curtained ark that 
contains, to the band that binds, the bells or crown that surmount it, the 
mantle that encloses it, or the:-pointer with which it is read. | 


The first room one enters on the left is in large measure devoted to 
mantles and other appurtenances of the Scrolls of the Law. The second 
and farthest room has contents more general in character. Here under 
glass cases, in accordance with Jewish law, are the Scrolls of the Law them- 
selves, unrolled for perusal, while above them are numbers of Megilloth 
(Rol!s of Esther), some of miniature size, and all elaborately decorated, thus 
contrasting to the grave simplicity of the Law. Here too are the vessels 
used in the ceremonies by which we welcome in and usher out the Sabbath, 
the Lamp that lightens, the Kiddush Cup that enlivens, and the Habcalah 
Box that gratifies with its sweet scent. Some very fine specimens of all 
these are to be found artistically scattered through the room. But tke at- 
tention will be more particularly arrested by the beauty of the Strauss 
collection which contains specimens of these from all ages and climes, This is 
contained in the cases near the door of the second room, and among its 
treasures are two arks, one of large size and with elegant carvings of differ- 
ent designs in each panel, the other more portable and studded with glittering 
stones. No less elaborate are the requisites for home worship. We have 
here pressnted for the simple service in commemoration of the Maccabean 
triumph, a collection of Hanuca Lamps which form in themselves a short 
history of ecclesiastieal art. Theincrease in elaborativeness is most marked 
as the lamps are of later date. One thing cannot fail to strike the Jewish 
visitor in the Strauss collection, the uniformity with which the Spice Boxes 
are represented in the form of steeples surmounted by vanes. It will require 


someone who has trodden the bypaths of French art to solve this nice 
problem. 


jut we must not linger too long with the Strauss collection much as | 


itattracts us, At the other end of the room is another collection, that of 
Mr. R. D. Sassoon. This contrasts in many ways wi'h that of M. Strauss, 


scarcely to its own advantage. Garish gold takes the place of modest silver, —

In this room is a case full of most interesting relics of Sir Moses Mon- 
tefiore, and near it another in which our dusky brethren in faith, the Benj 
Israel of Bombay, send us many relics as a tribute of their fraternal affec- 
tion. Here among other things is a gold medal won for valour at Seringa- 
patam by a Jewish soldier. Quaint Sabbath lamps and charms used by 
the Jewesses of Bombay will attract the notice of the curious. 

_ The piéce de resistance of the next room from a sight-seer’s point of 
view is the model of the Temple of Solomon in glittering brass, and all 
the details given in Kings and Ezekiel carried out into minute detail. Some 
visitors will be puzzled by a canopy supported on four poles, which adjoins 
this. Our Jewish readers will recognise the Chuppa or marriage canopy, 
with its velvet sky and gold stars, The large Tabernacle at the end of the 
room is to be dressed up with roof of leaves and boughs as during the 
festival of that name. The non-Jewish visitor will scarcely imagine this 
Booth, under the roof of Albert Hall, to be one actually used in celebrating 
the “dwelling in booths” by the children of Israel on the Exodus from 
Egypt 


For many this last room will contain one of the most interesting portions 


of the Exbibition, the collection of prints and engravings, including that of 


the late A. Newman, so early lost to art and Anglo-Jewish. history. The 
Committee have sympathetically exhibited his collection en bloc, and an 
interesting show they make. Philanthropists and pugilists, Rabbis and 
eccentrics are treated with equal impartiality to the immortality of the 
graver. But here we must stop, content if we have given our readers some 
idea of the chief objects that will meet his eye as he saunters through the

THE SOCIETE DES ETUDES JUIVES. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
‘PARIS, 28TH MARCH, 1887, 


After having on the last occasion made a tour through Galicia, under the 
guidance of M. Sacher Masoch, the Société des Etudes Juives invited us on 
Saturday evening to the Council Hal! of the Consistory in the Rue de la Victoire, 
for a journey in Egypt, conducted by M. Maspero, the learned Professor at the 
College of France. | 

The lecturer spoke on the discoveries made in Egypt by the English and the 
French, which, as everyone knows, are. rather aiminimum than a maximum. At 
the period whcn the Israelites arrived in Egypt, the territory comprised between 
the basin of the Tigris and the Red Sea, was governed by the dynasty of a race 
called the thepherd Kings. This fact is proved by a romantic stosy, perhaps 
the oldest of all known romances. An Egyptian chief happening to be one day 
in the tent of the heir to the Crown of the Pharaobs, unearthed a secret. The 
King was dead, and his son in order to be certain that he would attain powsr, 
resolved to conceal t is fact for some time from the people. The chief | ere 
referred to was exiled and went to the lard of Edom, which was also called by 
the Egyptians the Land of the Archers. There he married the daughter of the 
Prince of Edom, and took part in the wars with which the country became engaged 
when the invasion of the Semitic race.set in from the plateaux of Syria. 

M. Maspero was in no way astonished at the history of Joseph. In his 
view the same good for‘une fell to the sare of many other strangers, whose 
civilisation was in advance of the people among whom they lived, and who had 
but one fault, This was that they had not found historians to relate their sudden 
axgrandisement. The Egyotian monuments, M. Maspero mentioned, contained 
se ae of several towns, names which were identical with those given in the 

In conclusion the learned lecturer affirmed that the Semitic element had 

werfully contributed to Egyptian civilisation, both morally and materially, 28 
it has contributed in the past to the moral development of humanity. F

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THE JEWS OF ALGERIA. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT]. 
ALGIERS, 28TH MARCH, 1987, 

It seems as though it were a general rule that with the advance of civilisation 
in government should come the more frequent recurrence of appeals to burning 
questions of clase and religious differences. Thus, while in France before the 
Revolution there existed, and in India and Russia of to-day there still exist, 
bitter differences of class and creed, whole generations pass during which these 


_ questions slumber. Under democratic institutions, however, with every election 


the searching spirit of jealous unrest, not content with rooting out intolerance 
and unfair privileges, digs deeper still, exhuming differences long since dead 
lying far below where they cannot interfere with the peaceful development of 
a well-ordered state. At every varying sky, it is proposed to prune and clip and 
twist each individual responsible body until all growth and fructification is 
retarded or destroyed. The subject that has thus lately exercised the attention 
of the Radicals of Alyeria is, as I said in my last letter, the “Consistoires 
Israélites,”’ 

As has already been stated, the Jewish population of the colony of Algeria 
is about 36,000, and to the Consistoires are committed the management of their 
communal matters, administration of their common funds, and maintenance and 
relief of their poor. Until recently they had control of the establishments for the 
education of the young ; but the secularization of education has.to a certain extent 
relieved them of this duty. That the Consistoires, however, are none the less 
determined to do what they can in this respect is shown by the example of the 
Cousistoire d’Alger, which has established two free Hebrew classes for the 
poor, and affords liberal support to such institutions as ‘ La Charitable Israélite,” 
mentioned in the letter you published on the 11th February last, and “ Le 
Travail,” a society having for its object the apprenticing of young natives. 

The present organization of the Consistoires dates from 1845, but was so 


far altered in 1867 as to deprive the Consistoire d'Alger of the supremacy it 


formerly exercised over the Consistoires of the two other departments. Now, 
the Consistoires of each of the three departments of Algiers, Oran, and 
Constantine, are independent of one another and subsidiary to the Consistoire 
Central de France. Each consists of six lay members and a Grand Rabbi, all 


appointed by the President of the Republic, on the proposition of the Minister of 


Religion, and on the nomination of the Consistvire Central of France. The six 
lay members are nominated for six years, three retiring every three years, and 
from their number the President is elected. The Grand Rabbi of each Consistoire 
is charged with all that concerns spiritual matters, and to the President is reserved 
all that relates to the administration. All decisions of the Consistoires, 
however, before being entrusted to his hands, have to be submitted to the civil 
representative of administrative authority in the colony. This division of au- 
thority between the Grand Rabbi and the President has been productive of no 
ill, and up to the present has worked well and in no way interfered with the 
action of the Consistoires in bringing about assimilation with the regime and 
ritual of the Jewish communities of the mother country, and in erad icating those 
useless and debasing customs which have done so much to fetter the Jew socially 
and intellectually. 

Only last month the Consistoire d’Alger by forbidding the solemnization of 
marriages anywhereelse but in synagogue, struck a death-blow at. the traditional 
(Hadouah) xyIn, one of those many chukkas hagoi (customs of the nations) 
borrowed from the Arabs, and which ccnsisted of seeing a bride home to the 
house of her husband at midnight. This reform, in addition to its clearing away 
a frequent source of scandal, benefits the funds of the synagogue, for a scale of 
fees has been fixed upon for the service varying from 20 to 409 francs, according 
to the position of the parties. Very little of the 200,000 francs, the share ac- 
corded to the Jews in the yearly budget of the French Minister of Religion, 
finds its way to Algeria; it seems, therefore, necessary that the Consistoires 
should look to every possible source of revenue, including marriages and burials. 
In the control of this last our coreligionists here are more fortunate than their 
brethren in Tunis. There, a recent decree of the municipality has arroguted the 
conduct of funeral cortéze, and of course appropriated the requisite funds. 
‘This decree affects Catholics as well as Jews, and, as you will see by your daily 
papers, has led to something like a riot. | 


But to return to the Consistoires. One would justly think that in a body so | 


constituted as the Consistoires are ; that is to say, nominated by an institution 
so far removed from the influence of all local feeling and agitation, with authority 
divided between Chief Rabbi and Lay President, and saddled moreover with 
the necessity of submitting all their decisions to the paramount authority of the 
civil chief, that there could be no such thing as united action on extraneous 
matters, far less on on a subject so many-sided as French politics. Suchis how- 
ever the charge made against them by M. Sabatier, who in the “exposé de 
motifs” of his proposition says, ‘the Consistoires naturally become sovereign 
political directors of the body of Israelites of the department, and it happened 
that, as frequently the Consistoire abandoned itself to the direction of its 
President, he was able at his will to control thousands of electors always docile 
and often ignorant of their rights.” ‘The President of the Consistoire thus 
became a power and could in many districts make and unmake members of 
the Conseil Général and assure the success of stch and such a municipal list.” 
The Opportunists gave our co-religionists here the franchise and in the same way 
as until recent years most Jews in England were Liberals, most Jews in Algeri 
are Opportunists. But just as the recipient of a field-glss will cease after a 
time to limit his gaze throughit to his benefactor, so our co-religionists here 
are commencing to make a fuller use of the valuable gift entrusted to them. 
To no greater extent than this have Jews here any united political action. | 
So altogether distant from the facts are M. Sabatier’s statements, and 80 
Great is “the want of knowledge he shows of ‘that “tenacity with (which ™ 


Jew will always exercise bis right of individual action, that we are bound 
to look elsewhere for M. Sabatier’s motives, and one is forced to suspect it in the 
fact that Camille Sabatier, the Deputy for Oran, isa Radical, and that M.Simon 
Kanoui, the President of the Consistoire d’ Oran , is an active Opportunist. The 
main condition of M. Sabatier's scheme is to substitute for the departmental Con: 
sistoires, Consistoires for each arrondissement of 2,000 or more Jewish inhabitants ; 
the arrondissements with less than that number being united to the neighbour- 
ing one. The consequences of this re-adjastment will be that Algiers with its 
five arrondissements would have two consistoires, Oran with the same number 
of arrondissements would have three consistoires, and Constantine also two. But, 
although what we suspect to be M. Sebatier’s real object will be effected, viz.» 
circumscription of M. Kanoui’s communal influence as President of the 
Consistoire d’ Oran, it is difficult to see how his alleged aim, the destruction of 
the pretended political influence of the Consistoira is affected. It must be clear 
to everyone that if the Consistoires exercised influence over the elections to the 
Conseil Général before‘ that their intimate association with the arrondissement 
must make that influence still more strongly felt, and whatever influence they 
are accused of exercising over municipal elsctions remains untouched. In 
addition to this innovation M. Sabatier seeks to deprive the Consistoire Central 
of the power to nominate members or the colonial Consistoires, and to 
constitute the body instead by nomination of one member by each of them, 
the Grand Rabbi, the Mayor and the Préfet, and by election of four other 
members by the Jewish elector of the district. Such amethodis toourmind far 
more likely to give political significance to the Consistoires. | 

Luckily, as we have said before, it is not probable that M. Sabatier. will be 
able to carry his scheme further than the door of the Chambre des Députés. 
After all, it is only one of the many questions that political agitators are allowed 
to use to obtain votes. It is deplorable indeed that in a country of such a mixed 
population as Algeria, irresponsible agents should be allowed torecklessly handle 
such dangerous weapons as racial animosities. ‘“ Well tempered spades turn ill- 
smelling soil even in digging vineyards’ says Mrs. Browning, but the poores 
implement may set afloat distemper froma newly drained marsh. 

Procopius and ancient African historians write that at one time there existed 
in Mauritania, as this country was called,jtwo pillars of white stone set up by 
the original settlers with the following Phoenician inscription, ‘‘We are the 
Canaanites that fled from Joshua, the son of Nun, that notorious robber.” And 
there is more evidence than that, that would tend to identify the unconquerable 
hill-tribes of Kabylia, in this sunny land of olives, vineyards and dates with 
those tenacious inhabitants of the ‘land flowing with milk and honey ” who 
were as pricks in our eyes and thorns in our sides (Numbers, ch. xxxiii. 55). 
Thoughtless candidates for passing honours should beware how they carry their 
propaganda amongst a nation of so many discordant elements as the Algerian. 
A score reaching from the treachery of Rahab (Joshua ii.), to the present time is 
not lightly settled. 


CoNcERTS.—A concert was given on Monday last at the Kilburn Town Hall in 
aid of the new building fund of the Kilburn Liberal Club. It was one of the prin- 
cipal features of the Concert that the majority of the artists, who gave their services 
were Jews. Miss Davia sang with great taste ‘‘Robert, toi que j'aime” and 
“Never to Know ;” Miss Nettie Wood, of the Royal Academy of Music, who possesses 
a rich soprano voice, sang “Love is a Dream” and “ Beauty Sleep,” and fully 
deserved the encore vociferously demanded by the audience, Miss Esther Barnett 
and Miss Miriam Barrett, both accomplished artists, the former on the piano and 
the latter on violin, played with their accustomed ability a duet for violin and piano, 
“ Serenade Hongroise Violin solo, “ Saltarella”” and Piano solo, ‘‘ Danse des Bac- 
chantes,” and also received an encore. Mr. D. M. Davis, R.A.M., played as a piano- 
forte solo, the “ March from Tannhaiiser ’’ with his usual skill, and Mr. Jessuran 
sang “ Adelaide” and “ Why beats with rapturous thrill.”—Miss Nettie Wood sang 
on Tuesday at a concert given in Onslow Hall by the Chelsea Musical Society. She 
had an enthusiastic reception, and repeated previous successes by her rendering of 
“Kathleen Mavourneen” and of a song waltz “ Beauty Sleep” by Arditi.— 
At the concert given on Tuesday at St. James’s Hall by the professional students 
of the London Academy of Music, Miss M. Hyman (Gold Medallist), played 
Chopin's “ Ballade in A flat,” and made a very striking impression.

THE ANGLO-JEWISH HISTORICAL EXHIBITION, 


On Monday will be opened for the first time an Exhibition dealing with the 
records of the Jews in this country. It is proverbially difficult to place 
history vividly before the eyes, and the history of our community scarcely 
lends itself to any representation of romantic episodes. It is written in the 
slow growth of institutions and in the beneficial lives of individuals. These 
can scarcely be shown in any visible manner except by paintings and documents 
and relics, and the historical part of the Exhibition must necessarily consist 
of these. They record a remarkable progress in the position of the commu-

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nity, a progress that*has been gained by the most unblemished means. Her 
Magzsry’s reign has witnessed most of this advance, and it is appropriate 
that the records of it should be collected together in its Jubilee Year. 

A large part of the history of our community is written in the lives of 
eminent Jews, and of many not eminent, but still earnest workers. The 
Exhibition will revive the memories of many of these and serve to remind 
the present generation that good work for the community can be done 


quietly, and yet receive due recognitionin the pages of communal history. The” 


record of these minor workers will be one of the chief lessons of the Exhibi- 
tion. Many an ancient memory will be revived among the elders of our 
community, and it would be well if these could be impressed in the memory 
of its younger members. The educational work of the Exhibition in this 
direction might be very great. 

It is a remarkable record of advance that is represented by the historic 
relics of the Exhibition. It is difficult for those born under the more favour- 
able auspices of modern days to realise in imagination the social position of 
Jews in this country in the early years of this century. The Exhibition 
Committee have wisely included a certain number of caricatures which will 
help to bring this more vividly to the minds of the younger generation. 
The popular views they represent are now fortunately a phase. of history that 
is past, and they thus form a part of history that began in vilification and is 
now a mark of progress, And if the Exhibition shows the unelevated position 
of the Jews of early days, it also contains records of the struggles which 
helped to raise us from this position, The movement for emancipation is 
amply represented by the portraits of the men who bore the brunt of the 
fight. Almost every man who fought in that good fight looks down from 
the walls of the Exhibition in painted presentment. The thanks of the 
community are due to the Executive Committee, and especially to the ener- 
getic Honorary Secretary, Mr. I. Spietway, with whom the whole idea ori- 
ginated, for this opportunity of becoming acquainted with its own past. 

It is tobe hoped that the Jews of London will make use of the 
occasion offered to them to stndy these records and memorials. It is urged 
against them that they care less for the great treasures of Jewish literature 
than many Christians, and the answer to this has been that the require- 
ments of modern education put it out of their power to acquire the necessary 


knowledge of Hebrew. But this excuse cannot apply to the records of their | 


own history, now shown at the Albert Hell. It has been said that the best 
of a cultured man is that his conversation is not confined to personal topics, 


and of the impersonal ones that offer occasion for friendly converse history 


is the chief sign of culture. And what. part of history can appeal to us 
with more force than that which deals with our own past, which records the 
struggles of our fathers against prejudice and persecution, We are reaping 
the benefit of the struggle, the least we can do is to show some interest in 
its records, 

From another point of view it is a duty of English Jews to support the 
Exhibition by attendance and interest. The outside world will look upon 
the success of the Exhibition as-a test of the position of the Jews in public 
esteem. They will justly argue that if Jews take no interest in their own 
history, they themselves need not do so. The very fact of the Exhibition 
is a proof that a deep interest is taken in the communial history by the 


leaders of the community, and where they lead there is little fear the com- 
munity will follow. 


Thongh nominally only a historical exhibition, the Albert Hall contains 
a much more varied show of objects than the title promises. The Executive 
Committee have wisely thought that objects of beauty have a general power 
of attraction, while objects of historic interest only inspire enthusiasm in few. 
The Exhibition of Jewish Ecclesiatical Art will come as a pleasant surprise 
to the visitors. Almost one half of the Exhibition is taken up with em- 
broideries and other art objects used in synagogue and home worship. The 
world will learn with surprise that the Jew is not indifferent to beauty in 
his worship. Indeed, the danger is rather the other way, that the casual 
visitor will carry away an exaggarated impression of the gorgeous ritualism of 
Jewish worship. Almost every art object used in Jewish cultus in the country 
has been collected together by the exertions of the Executive Committee, 
besides securing the most important foreign collection—that of Mr. Stravss 
—which some of our readers will remember at the last Paris Exhibition. 
This has been largely supplemented since 1878, and now illustrates the 
whole art and archeology of Jewish worship. 

We may anticipate that this magnificent show of Jewish Ecclesiastical 
Art will have a beneficial effect on our domestic worship. Emulation will 
be roused by the display of beautiful works of art used to beautify divire 
service in the synagogue and in the home. There ig no incongruity between 
beauty and devotion ; rather the history of all faiths lias shown their inti- 
mate connection. Men have always shown their reverence by beautifying 
the objects used in worship, and the present Exhibition will show that Jews 
are no exception to the rule, however contrary this may be to the general 
opinion, 


Thus the Exhibition will appeal to many varied interests. For those 
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who are or history, there are plenty of material for gratifying their taste. 
And the Exhibition appeals with equal force to the larger class who care for 
objects of beauty. Art and History combine their powers to attract the 
visitor and those who stop away will render themselves liable to the impu- 
tation that they do not care for the two things which elevate life. We have 
little fear that the Jews of London will render themselves as a body liable to 
this imputation and feel assured that the success of the Exhibition will realize 
the most sanguine expectations of those who have planned the Exhibition, 
To them our thanks are due. for giving an opportunity to ourselves and 
others of studying our past, and of recognising the beautiful elements 
of Jewish devotion. 


THE “DESTITUTE ALIEN” PROBLEM. 


Ir will be seen from our report of the meeting of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians on Monday that the question of the immigration of Jewish 
refugees from Russia is being dealt with by the Board as becomes English- 
men and Jews. We cannot help feeling intense sympathy—and we are 
bound to express that sympathy by practical aid—towards our unfortunate 
brethren. The agitation against the admission of ‘destitute aliens ” 
is taking a form wherein prejudice and exaggeration, unworthy of the best 
instincts of Englishmen, are conspicuously shown. It is a fact that the 
immigration from Russia is a cause of great embarrassment to English 
Jews, but the effect upon.the general population is shamefully exaggerated. 
An addition of three thousand poor Jews in five years to the population of 
London is really infinitesimal. It is well that aman like Mr. Mocatta, so 
universally esteemed, of such large hearted sympathy with all suffering, 
whether Jewish or Christian, combined with rare clearness of 
judgment, should have been appointed to represent the Jewish Board at the 
Committee of Inquiry of the Whitechapel Union. There is abundant 


evidence to prove that instead of increasing, the immigration of. destitute 
Jews is rapidly declining. 
THE PROVINCES.

The Rev, J. H. Landau, Minister of the Cardiff Hebrew Congregation, preached 
his inaugural sermon on Sabbath last, taking his text from Ezekiel iii. 17. 
Mr. Lewin Samuel, Honorary Secretary, and Mr, I. Samuel, Treasurer, of the 
Cardiff Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association, have been carrying on an active 


propaganda among non-Jews in the interest of the Association. They have succeeded 


in inscribing as annual contributors the Mayor and several town councillors, as also 
other prominent Christian citizens. 


GRIMSBY. 
It will be remembered that the Right Hon. E. Heneage, M.P., presented to the 
Jewish congregation of Grimsby. the constituency for which he sits in the House of 
Commons, a site for the erection of a synagogue. Difficulties in the matter of funds 
prevented, for some considerable time, the construction of the synagogue being 
taken in hand ; but with the aid of generous contributions from London the work 
was at length commenced. The progress of the building has again been stopped 


for the last nine months from want of funds. The shell of the building has been 


completed, and only a small amount, we learn, is still required for the internal 
fittings. 


LEEDS. 
The synagogue in St. John’s Place has been broken into. The thief or thieves 
succeeded in taking away articles to the value of about £20, and consisting of 


pointers and breast plates for the scroll of the Law, spice boxes and Kiddush cup, 
of them in silver. |

The proceedings were opened by the Rev. D. Fay, the mini 

gue and director of the class, who read his report. In this mean Mr. Fay stated 
that the Religion Class met for the first time on February 7th, 1886, with 29 
children. At the present time 41 .papils are on the register, and are divided into 
two classes, Senior and Junior, The juniors have done a very satisfactory year’s 
work, and acquitted themeelves with more than average success at the examina- 
tion, The girls in both divisions have done better than the boys, The classes met 
38 times during the year. The increase in the number of pupils, and the different 
stages of their knowledge, will render a re-division of the classes neces‘ary, snd as 
it will not be possible for Mr. Fay to take three classes, his wife has offered to take 
charge of the juniors. Availing himself of a hint thrown out by Dr. Hermann 
Adler last year that the children of the religion classes should be encouraged to write 
essays, he had given out two subjects during the course of the term. The 41 pupils 
who attend the classes do not represent more than a very small percentage of those 
whoare in urgent need of the instruction there given. On this point Mr. Fay ob- 
served that he could hardly understand the apathy of parents who are content to 
allow their children to grow up in absolute ignorance of their religion and its obli- 
gations, especially when the means were at hand for remedying it. Daring the 
past two weeks he had examined the children attending the Stepney Jewish Schools 
and the Gravel Lane Board School, and he testified, without fear of chal lenge, that thoge 
children (whose parents are for the most part but very poor), have an infinitely 
clearer conception of the m¢aning of their religion, and of its observances and prac- 
tices than have the Jewish children residing in the comfortable eqnares of the 
West Central District. In conclusion the report mentioned that the entire cost 
of the prizes has been generously defrayed by Mr. Samuel E, Moss, the Financial 
Representative of the Synagogue at the Council. | 

The prizes were then cistributed by Mre, Mose, and this brief ceremony was 
f.llowed by an address from the Chairman, 

The Rev. Dr. H. ADLER said that every one present must regret the enforced 

absence of their excellent friend, Mr. Lionel L, Cohen, and that he was still suff-r- 
ing from extreme weakness, They would all join him in the hope that Mr. Cohen 
would soon be restored to perfect health, and to exercise his splendid activity and 
mellowed wisdom inthe future as he had done inthe past. The mention of Mr. 
Cohen reminded him that in the same room, and at the same hour on the previous 
Sunday, another gentleman bad had to act as substitute for their esteemed friend, 
Everyone must have teen gratified at the admirable manner in which Mr Lionel 
L. Alexander (Cheers) had discharged his arduous task on that occasion, whereby he 
had proved himself a worthy substitute for Mr. Lionel L. Cohen. No greater compli- 
ment than that could be paidtoany man. (Cheers). It was to him (Dr. Adler) 
a source of gratification that religion classes had been established in connection 
with the Central Synagogue ; but he must say that Mr. Fay’s report conveyed in- 
formation which suggested feelings of a mixed character. He was pleased that 
the want which had existed had been supplied and supplied efficiently, whilst at 
the same time a sense of melancholy came over him when he reflected that the 
number of pupils in attendance was so much out of proportion to the number of those 
who should attend. He agreed with Mr. Fay in the fear that the children of the 
middle classes did not enjoy the same religious iustruction as did the children of 
the poor and the wage earning classes, There was ro greater mistake than to 
imagine that the better classes did not require religious teaching to support them 
in life. He hoped that better times were in store in this respect, and that all 
c’asses woulc take care that their children were properly instructed. He much re- 
gretted the want of a small handy manual of religious instruction, He did not deny 
that there were some good books which were of great service, and he particularized 
the work of his relative, Mr. N. 8. Joseph, “ Religion, Natural and Revealed,” but 
it seemed to him that a smaller book was required, something that the Germans 
called a Leitfaden, a guide to teachers as to what they should teach. Perhaps 
having made the suggestion, he ought, to use the talmudical maxim that “ he 
who indites a letter should carry it through,” himself set to work at such a guide; 
and he would be most anxious to do so if he only bad sufficient Jeisure for the task. 
He felt certain that in those classes the great purpose of Judaism was impressed 
on the pupils, that they were taught what it was to be true Jews ard Jewesses, 
that the great aim of Judaism and its laws and enactments was to make its fol- 
lowers better men and women, so that in misfortune they should not be cast down, 
and that in prosperity their hearts should not be lifted up. He hoped they would 
not think thas religious teaching cou'd be completed and ended in a few months, 
but that they would be diligent frequenters of the clase, and show that they pro- 
fited in after life by the instruction they had received. It was for the pupils to 
show the results of that teaching when they had grown up, to be useful to the 
community, kind to all around them, to shine by integrity and purity end by the 
desire to be and remain beneficial to their fellow men. He hoped they would carry 
out the lessons taught in the class and in the synagogue, in a word that they would 
carry out the duty of every Israelite—t sanctify the name of God. (Cheers). 

Mr, LionEL L. ALEXANDER moved a vote of thauks to the Rev. Mr. Fay. 
Mr, Alexander said that the teaching was given in fo pleasant a manner as 
to make it enjoyable to the children. The classes were especially valuable, for, 
although the English Jews lived in a country where the Judenhetze was happily 
unknown, still every Jew and Jewess should be able to face this question whenever 
it arose. It was necessary for Jews to stand out as patterns of morality. 

Mr. S. J. PHILLIPS seconded the vote of thanks, which was carried, and acknow- 
ledged by Mr. Fay, who expressed the opinion that Dr. Adler wou!d render a service 
not alone to the community but also to teachers of religion if he took in hand the 
preparation of a text book. 

On the motion of Mr. B. BrrnpAuM (who promised prizes in future years), 
seconded by Mr. 8. G. ASHER, a vote of thanks was passed to Mr. S, E. Moss, for. 
presenting the prizes. 

A vote of thanks to Dr. Adler having been passed on the motion of Mr. J, A.

Mr. Mocatta, in moving the adoption of the annual report (a summary of 
which we have already published) h oe ‘dl 


said he was happy to inform the subscribers that 
the past year had been an uneventful one. 


The picture was one which had in it a 
great deal of light, and no shadow which need make the Committee and Subscribers 


unhappy as far as the institution was concerned. But all things in the world were 
clouded from time to time, and the friends of the home had not been without sorrow. 
They had been touched by grief at the death of a man so young and so charitable as 
Mr. Hyman Simons, whohad been so devoted to its interests, and they had to deplore 
the death of another very energetic member of the Committee, Mr. Moses Cohen. As 
regards the Home with its 56 inmates, its Master and Matron and Committees,.it 
marched well, and was likely to continue to do so for many years tocome. It was 
true that it had its struggles like other charities, but up to the present its appeals 
had been met in a kind and generous spirit. The Treasurers and the House Com- 
mittee kept.up a good table and a comfortable home. The greatest economy was 
practised, and were it not for the diligence of the House Committee they would go 
beyond their income. The Home was fortunate enough in receiving many gifts in 
kind. On that very day a friend, Mr. Harris Lebus, had promised one hundred- 
weight of meat, and as regards Passover the institution had never been called upon 
to pay for Matzos, which had always been generously provided by three members of 
the Committee, Messrs. B. Goldberg, C. Koski, and 8S. Wharman. The Home was 
always full, but its fulness was not so much he cared about as the fact that every 
one of the inmates fully deserved the hospitality which the Horhe could offer. There 
was no institution, Jewish or Christian, of which he knew, where the selection of 
inmates by the committee was carried on so satisfactorily as at the Jewish Home, 
(Cheers). 


Mr. Moses DAVIS seconded the motion, and repeated an observation he had made 
at the previous annual meeting, that it was little short of marvellous how the inmates 
could be maintained efficiently at a little more than 7s. 6d. per head per week. 
Through the information he had gained at the Home he had given hints to other 
institutions with which he was connected, whereby their expenditure had been 
reduced. 

The motion for the adoption of the report and balance sheet was agreed to. 

Mr. F. D. Mocatta was elected President, Mr. Barrow Emanuel, Vice-President, 
and Messrs. H. M. Harris and S. Silver, Treasurers, Messrs. A. Simons, B.A.,and D, 
Walters were added to the Committee.

STEPNEY JEWISH SCHOOLS. 


The annual meeting of the Subscribers was held on Sunday at the Schools, 
Stepney Green. There were present: Mr. M. N. Adler, President, in the 
chair ; Messrs. A.G. Aaron, A. Arnholz, Stephen S. Hyam, H. Hymans, B. Kisch, 
Abraham Levy, E. Morley, M. L. Schaap, Miss Aria and Miss Henry. 

The annual report and balance sheet were read and adopted. 

The Committee state in their Fifteenth Annual Report that the schools 
continve in a high state of: efficiency in every department. The number of 
pupils again shows an increase on the previous year, there being 564 children, 
viz., 273 boys, 162 girls, and 129 infants on the register. The tvcrage atten- 
dance has been 93 per cent. The examination by her Majesty’s Inspector has 
lately been held, and the following is an abstract of his report. 

Boys School.—The school continues, as a whole, to be conducted very 
efficiently. The work donein the first, second, fourthandseyenth standards is of ahigh 
order of merit, and reflects much credit upon the school. Girls School.—Work in 
the first, sixth, and seventh standard is remarkably accurate, and in the sixth and 
seventh standards composition is exceptionally good. The general tone cf the 
school is very pleasing. Infants School.—The children are well taught, object 
lessons being less successful than the other branches, and the tone is very pleasing. 
As there has been a change of teacher, the excellent merit mark is continued.” 

The examination in Hebrew and religion was conducted by the Revs. R 
Harris and D. Fay, who reported that “ the examination had on the whole been 
very satisfactory. Great attertion has been paid to the Reading and Translation 


jin both schools, and generally to bible history and religious teaching. The 


Infants have also acquitted themselves well, and responded readily and 
satisfactorily to the questions put to them.” The examination in 
drawing has yielded good results, and a large number of prizes and 
certificates of the Science and Art Department. The Committee acknow- 
ledge the. zeal and energy shown by the teaching staff. They are 
anxious to take further steps in the direction of technical education by 
erecting a workshop attached to the schools, but from want of funds are unable 
todo so at present. The decreasein the annual snbecriptions shows no sign of 
abatement, and unless funds are forthcoming, the Committee will be obliged 
to refuse admittance to new pupils. The income for the year was £1,296 (inclu- 
ding £507 Government Grant, £351 Pupils Fees, £178 Subscriptions, and £167 
dividends), and the expenditure was £1,394. ; 
The PRESIDENT, in t .e few remarks he addressed to the meeting referred to 
the facilitics for acquiring technical knowledge which would be afforded by the 
People’s Palace in Mile End Road. He expressed the hope that the Palace 
would therefore receive efficient support from members of the Jewish 
mmunity.

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JEHUDA HALEVI, POET AND PILGRIM.

But it is time to let the poet give >xpression to the feeling of longing. At one 
time he accounts for his depression in the following lines :— 


My heart is in the East, but I in the depths of the Wes‘; 
How can I care for the details of our lives, 
How perform my vows, though the Lord’s behest, 
While Zion’s still in Edom’s snares, and lin Arab gyves,, 
Allthe beauty of this land of Spain is but vanity at best, 
Whilst e’en the very dust of the ruined fane survives, 


There is a tone of sincerity about these lines that gives them almost as much force — 


as the passionate outburst of the Psalmist, “If I forget thee, O Jerusalem ! may 
my right hand forget her cunning,” words that might well stand as the motto of 
Jehuda’s life and were aprropriately prefixed by Heine tohis Romancero, At 
another time our poet passionately asks— 


Who will give me the wings of a dove 
That I may fly and dwell there; 

I would abandon both north and south 
To drink in tre air of Zion 


The poet was soon to show that this was no mere empty rhetoric. The longing 
overcame him, and he determined on bis celebrated pilgrimage to Zion, which gavé 
him his fame and showed at any rate that his idealism could survive the test of 
practice. His child was settled with her husband and child ; his wife, of whom we 
hear nothing, was probably deal ; his best friend, Moses Ibn Ezra, had died in 1139, 
and about the following year Jehuda Halevi left his native land and sought the 
object of his desire—Jerusalem. | 

But before he left, he had written asa sort of testament his philosophical master* 
piece, the “Kueari.” It is beyond the scope of this paper to deal with this philoso- 
phical dialogue after the manner of Plato or ‘“‘Iflatun,” as the Arabs called him, 
The historical groundwork is the conversion of the King of the Kosars in the 
Crimea in the eighth century, which placed a Jewish kingdom in what is now South- 
ern Russia for over two centuries, Lady Magnus, in her charming paper on the 
poet, showed unusual scepticism about the reality of this Jewish Kingdom; but 
we have plenty of evidence from independent observers, such as Aiabic geographers 
and Greek monks, as to its existence. And plenty of scop: is left to the imagination 
as to the course of history, and of Jewish history, if Russia had become Jewish 
instead of Christian. The King of the Kosars seeks in turn a philosopher, a Christian, 
and a Mahomedan, who each gives an abstract of his creed —and Halevi's abstracts are 
models of fairness —and claims superiority over other faiths, But asallof them grant 
that while their own creed is the best, the Jewish faith is the next best, the King 
summcns a Jewish Master who goes through the whole of Jewish theology, and at 
last converts the King. The fable points to one greatstrength of medizval Judaism 
which must have aided greatly in its hold on the minds of Jews. For there was a 
consensus of civilisation as to the claims of Judaism: every Jew cou'd feel that 
both Christian and Mohammedan allowed he was right so far as he went. The argu- 
ments of the book do not seem very convincing nowadays: our standpoint has 
changed and the perplexities of our time are different. But the feeling underlying 
the argumext has not become obsolete: thus the polemic against the Karaites is 
based on the feeling of historic continuity which is still powerful among some of 
us, And it was only one who was both poet and philosopher who could have given 
utterances to that finest of aphorisms : 

ISRAEL IS AMONGST THE NATIONS AS THE HEART AMONG THE LIMBS. 

And thus too the abstract argumeats of the book are often influenced by the 
master feeling of the poet-philosopher, e.g, he strains all his powera of dialectic to 
prove even against Talmudic authority that prophecy was only possible in the Holy 
Land, or, as he has to modify it, about the Holy Land, and he introduces a couple of 
dramatic touches which bear upon our immediate subject. When the Master expa- 
tiates on the excellencies of Palestine the King of the Khozars very pertinently 
asks him why he and all Jews did not go there. The Master answers “Thou has 
shamed me, O King. Yes that is why we have not had a complete fulfilment of 
the prophecies.” Later on at the end of the book tha Master shows he has been 
touched by ths reproof of the King, and announces his intention to go there though 
at the risk of his life, giving many quaint reasons why it was worth losing one’s 
life in order to set foot on the land of the glories of old. The reasons are quaint 
but the feeling that inspired them was nots», Even the greatestof poets and pro- 
foundest of philosophers may fail to account for our deepest feelings. 


What he represented the Master as duing, the poet did himself, He was literally 


at the extreme end of the then known world. Jerusalem was in the hands of the 
Christians who had murdered every Jew as they entéred, the sea had its own 


peculiar terrors, yet the poet made up his mind to dare all in order to fulfil hig 
longing. This determination roused the greatest possible enthus‘asm among his 


fellow Jews. The whole of Israel, rose at him, to use a theatrical expression, The 


man who was known to all of them as the greatest poet of his time. who had 
recently added to this the renown of being its greatest philosopher, 
was about to dare what they all wishel to have the courage to dare, 
He was, as it were each Jew’s best self putting each man’s ideal into practice, There 
were not wanting some friends who urged the dangers, and these he answered in 
tones of earnest conviction, “Shall a body of clay stop a soul urged by eagle's 
wings  heasked. He passed through Cordova exchanging civilities with Joseph 
ibn Zaddik, passed on t3 Granada, and then took ship for Alexandria. A 
wondrous calm had fallen on him: he writes witha dignity and force that is 
often missing in his earlier poems. His muse took a higher flight 
and I may venture to give here a couple of sea pictures probably written during the 
voyage. The first is the sea in storm, and in my version I have endeavoured to give 
as nearly as possible the metre or at least the rhyme system of the original. Its 
technical name is Mowashach, or “Girdle rhyme,” so called because the last 
syllable of each stanza in the poem remains the same, and so forms a girdle for it.

The last syllable rhymes with other stanzas and thas gives a girdle oe the 
whole poem, which has five stanzas of the same length, each beginning Md one 
of the letters of the poet’s name so as to form an acrostic. Even the faultiness of 
my version cannot hide the poetic power of the picture, which is certainly 
remarkable in a mediwval poet. As a companion picture, in a simpler metre as is 
appropriate, we may take

I have selected these two specimetis of his muse at this time, because they 
seem to me to have least of the deficiencies of New Hebrow poetry, the naturalness 
of the emotion produced by the sea, that fit cradle of poetic feeling, overcoming 
the artificiality of the medium in which they are written. Ran 

Arrived in Egypt, the poet was received with no lees enthusiasm than in his 
native home, The beet houses of Ezypt welcomed the famous poet and philosopher 
with open arms, nor was he unwelcome to the daughters of these houses, The 
temptations, which assailed the youth in “ Excelsior,” assailed the man of middle 
age in Egypt. But after a short stay, broken by a visit to Arabia, he took up again 
his pilgrim’s staff and landed at Tyre, and made his way to Damsscus, there to seek 
a favourable opportunity for approaching Zion, for the poeb did not wish to commit 
a needless suicide, It was at Damascus, vlmost at the (ates of the Paradise, for 
which he yearned that he is said to have written the far famed Zionide, in which 
all the passion of that yearning is expressed. | 


Zion, wilt thou not send a greeting to thy captives, 
Who greet thee as the remnant of thy flocks? — 
From West to Kast, from North to South, a greeting, 
From far and near, take thou on all thy sides. — 
A greeting sends the captive of desire who sheds his tears like dew

The poem has the defects of want of concentration and over elaboration, but 
under the old world phrases you can hear the human heart throbs that are of all 
time, In power of compressed emotion it comes nearer tothe Psalmsthan any of the 
New Hebrew poems. It ie a fitting swan’s song for the “ captive of desire,” as he 
calls himself, the lover of Jerusalem, 

For at Damascus history loses sight of him. There are some indications that 
he was not spared the last pathos of a disappointment. A poem headed “ After he 
had seen the Holy City,” speaks in terms of disenchantment, but the heading i 

But if history fails us, 
legend supplies the gap and you all know the stéry of the grey haired 
poet, pierced with the lance of a parsing Arab, just as his longing 
eyes had caught sight of the walls of Jerusalem, The legend is pro- 
bably false, as the only authority for it is Gadalya’s ‘‘Chain of Tradition,” which has 
been irreverently but truthfully called “ The Chain of Lies.” But the myth may be 


true thoigh the fact i not, for it embodies the thoughts of men as to how 
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such a man should die. And so having lived an ideal life he dies in legend a death 

that is also ideal. It is this union of idea and act, of inner conviction and outward 
deed, that gives the dramatic unity to Halevi's life, and makes him the typical figure 
of medizval Jews, to which men of Jewish blood still look back with something akin 
to personal affection and enthusiastic reverence. For in all time men will. 
regard those who, like Jehuda Halevi, have dared greatly because they loved much; 
as the patterns and examples of human excellence. 


‘LITERARY INTELLIGENCE. 


_ The already formidable literature onthe Moabite Stone in abont to receive 
an important addition from the pen of the Rev. A. Lowy. Mr. Liwy’s purpose 
is to demonstrate the apocryphal character of the stone. 


We understand that M. Isaac Bloch, Grand Rabbin de la Province d’Alger, 
has a novel in the press treating of an incident in the history of the Jews of 
Germany in the last century. It shows in a strong light the intolerance of 
the Prussian military system of that period. At the end of the volume there is a 
small collection of poems, patriotic and religious. 


Prof. Robertson Smith replies in the curreat numb>r of the Contemporary 
to Captain Conder's article, “‘ Ancient Monuments and Modern Critics” in last 
month’s number, in which he assailed Wellhausen’s “ Prolegomena.” The learned 
Biblical critic is not a man to spare such an opronent as the gallant explorer. The 
defence is carried into the enemy’s camp with the retort : ‘“ Even the inaccurate 
second-hand knowledge which makes up the staple of Capt. Conder’s con- 
tributions to Biblical science was not gathered in the field but taken froin books, 
and I fail to see that the Germancritic in his study is at a disadvantage as 
compared with the English amateur. Both draw from the same documents, but 
Professor Wellhausen reads them in the original, and Captain Conder in transla- 
tions and popular manuals.”’ | | 

Harger's for March contains an article, “‘ Through the Caucasus,” by Ralph 
Meeker, in which there is a passing, not very flattering allusion to Polish Jews ; 
just such notes by the way asa shrewd tourist scampering through a country 
would pick up rather from hearsay than intimate knowledge. The artist who 
illustrates the articie has drawn a group of three “ Polish Jews” and the “ head 


of a Russian Jew,” giving painfully realistic force to the writer’s cbservation, “It 


is not until one las seen these Polish Jews, watched their strangely expressive 
faces, and studied their peculiar character, that he appreciates that they are direct 


descendants of the Jews of history, who for ages suffered [he might have added, 
and still suffer] unspeakable outrages.”

The next number of Dr. Harper’s “‘ Hebraica” will contain the annotations of 
two passages from the worksof the celebrated Grammarian, the late Nasif Al 
Yaziii, by the kev. L. M. Simmons of Owens College (Victoria University). 
One is on the cases of separation in Arabic, between two words in astateof con- 
struction, and the other, on the plagiarisms permitted to Arabic poets. In the 
latter passage reference is made to “ Igtibas,” in accordance with which it is 
allowed or ever held to be praiseworthy to insert in poems verses from the 
Koran on Mohammedan traditions. The same weakness as that attributed by 


Mr. Jacobs to Jehuda Halevi in his excellent paper on that poet, characterised © 


the Pust Islamic Arabic poets. 


Among the literature evoked by the recent politcal agitation in Germany is 
a powerfully written brochure by Dr. Hugo Preuss, of. Berlin, defending the 
Septennate. It is entitled *‘ Friedensprisenz und Reichsverfassunz.’ Tae 
writer is a jurist with his future yet before him, but it is safe to predict he will 
take conspicuous rank among the political thinkers and writers in Germany. 


Good Words for April contains the first of a seri-s of papers on “ Bible 
Characters,” by the late Charles Reade, the novelist. 
Mr. &. Soli Cohen contributes a poem of very intricate metrical forin to this 
month’s Century. It is entitled “For I know my Redeemer liveth.” The 
subject is not so christological as its title might seem to indicate. 


The celebrated Polish novelist Kraszewski, who died lately at Geneva, 
belonged tc an old Wolhynian Roman Catholic family, and in 1858 he was called 
to Wartaw by a rich Jewish banker. Inthe Polish capital he undertook the 
management of a journal whose policy was to preach a rapprochement between 
the nobility and the middle classes and between Christians and Jews. After his 
expulsion from Poland Kraszewski wrote » novel which has appeared in French 


under the title of “Juif,” in which he advocated the same ideas as those 
that had guided him in conducting his paper. 


Mesers. Triibner have published this week the work, “ The Beer of the 
Bible,” by James Death (formerly of the Cairo Brewery). As we have men- 
tioned previously, the writer contends “ that the substance now rendered as 
‘that which is leavened’ (Exodus xii, 19), was in reality the Hebrew beer, a 
substance resembling the present Arab bread-beer Boosa, a fermented and 
eateable paste of the consistency of mustard, and that the corresponding word, 
‘ nothing leavened,’ in verse 20, was an eatable malt product, probably cakes 
sweetened by malt.” | | 

It is stated that Messrs. Vizetelly & Co., publishers of the novel “ Dr. 
Phillips: a Maida Vale Idyll,” and Mr. Mudie, have been threatened with 
proceedings owing tothe random use of names in this novel in connection with 
discreditable conduct. 


BRITISH OPHTHALMIC HosPITAL, JERUSALEM.—A meeting in support of the 
objects of this Hospital was held on Wednesday at the Jerusalem Chamber, West- 
m‘nster Abbey, This Hospital is entirely wasectarian.

FOREIGN NEWS. 


FRANCE. 

The Jury List of the Great. Universal Exhibition to be held in Paris in 1889, has 
been published. The list contains about forty Jewish members, spread over 26 
classes. Among them are M. Naquet, Senator, Baron Arthur de Rothschild, M. 
Fribourg, Director of Material at the Ministry of Posts and Telegraphs, several 
Engineers in Chief of Roads and Bridges, military men, scientists, merchants, 
authors, publishers. 

In anticipation of the Feast of Passover, the Minister of War has issued an 


order ee leave of absence to Jewish non-commissioned officers and privates 
from the 8th to 16th April. 


ITALY. 

By a decree published in Rome on the 2nd of December last, His Majesty the 
King conferred upon Mr. Barron L. Barnett, J.P., Consul in Queensland, the 
‘dignity of “Cavaliere della Corona d'Italia” (Knight of the Crown of Italy). 

PORTO RICO, 
The Puerto Rico\ Illustrado publishes a portrait of Don Adolpho Nones, formerly 
of St. Thomas, West Indies, who has been decorated by the Queen Regent of Spain 
with the Grand Cross of the Order of Isabella the Catholic. Don Adolpho Nones 
represents the Governments of England, France, and Venezuela, and is distinguished 
for his large-hearted benevolence. His mother was an English lady (née Isaacson), 
and was well-known to many Jewish residents of St. ‘Thomas. — 
PORTUGaL. 

We are again reminded of the existence of a Jewish congregation in Lisbon by 
the receipt of the annual report for 1886 of the Benevolent Society *‘ Somej Nophlim.” 
The society is governed principally by ladies, and its funds are employed in the 
granting of relief, in subventioning religious and secular education, and in special 
help for the Passover. There are about 60 subscribers, nearly all of them having 
oriental surnames. An exception is the Minister, the Rev. Jacob Mercowitz. 

ROUMANIA. 

_ The Jews at Roumania Jately passed through a period of great anxiety. The 
Cathedral in that town was robbed of a quantity of sacred articles, valued at 15,000 
francs. The anti-Semites, with the object of inciting the Christians against the 
Jews, spread a report that the latter had committed the sacrilegious act. The 
populace were called upon to pillage and massacre the Jews without fear of punish- 
ment. The ignorant people were already making preparations for an attck on their 
Jewish fellow townsmen, when the Prefect changed the situation by addressing the 
crowd, and threatening to punish with the utmost severity anyone who should lay 
hands ona Jew. Through the energy of this functionary the actual thief was dis- 
covered, and turned out to bea priest. He was at once arrested, and the articles he 
stolen were found in his house, With his arrest all agitation against the

The general meeting at Bucharest of the Alliance anti-Israelite Universelle has 
disappointed its promoters. No delegates from the provinces attended, and the 
audience consisted exclusively of paid attendants. Invitations exceeding 300 in 


number were issued to respectable citizens in Bucharest, but not one of them 
responded,
